The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 
approved  revision  of  the  1991 
Cooperative  Program  budget  which 
was  to  be  acted  upon  this  week  at  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  in 
Jackson. 

The  committee  also  named  Don 
McGregor  as  editor  emeritus  of  the 
Baptist  Record. 

The  revision  increased  the  percen¬ 
tage  of  funds  going  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  causes  from  36.75  percent  to  37

nounced  his  decision  to  retire  June  30, 
1991,  at  the  fall  commission  trustee 
meetiM  Oct.  26. 

The  OMision  to  retire  is  not  related 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  controversy, 
said  Smith,  who  will  turn  70  in  May 
1991. 

“There  has  never  been  a  time  when 
Southern  Baptists  have  been  as  divid¬ 
ed  as  they  are  now,”  Smith  told 
trustees.  Under  his  tenure,  the 
Brotherhood  Commission  has  main¬ 
tained  a  position  of  neutrality,  “not 
that  we  have  compromised  any  con¬ 
victions,  not  that  we  believe  any  less 
than  anyone  else  believes.  But  we  are 
an  agency  of  the  convention  and  com¬ 
mits  to  serving  all  of  the  churches.” 

Smith  came  to  the  Brotherhood 
Commission  in  1979  following  the  ac¬ 
cidental  death  in  1978  of  former  presi¬ 
dent  Glendon  McCullough.  Prior  to 
leading  the  Brotherhood  Commission, 
he  was  executive  secretary  of  the  Il¬ 
linois  Baptist  State  Association  for  13 
years. 

Other  Southern  Baptist  service  in¬ 
cludes  two  years  as  associate  ex¬ 
ecutive  secretary  of  the  Missouri  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  and  pastorates  in  St. 
Louis,  Kansas  City,  Oklahoma  and 
Arkansas.  Smith  has  spoken  in 
revivals  and  special  meetings  around 
the  world.

This  would  increase  the  total  1991 
budget  from  $20,867,156  to  $20,949,962. 

The  tradition  of  raising  the  percen¬ 
tage  going  outside  the  state  began  in 
1983  with  the  convention  voting  to  con¬ 
sider  increasing  that  amount  a  half¬ 
percent  a  year  to  1990.  The  next  year’s 
convention,  in  promoting  Planned 
Growth  in  Giving,  requested  that 
future  conventions  continue  that  in¬ 
crease  to  the  y^r  2000. 

The  Convention  Board  linked  such 
increases  to  increases  in  churches’ 
giving  to  the  Cooperative  Program. 

This  year’s  budget  committ^  led 
Larry  Otis  of  Tupelo,  recalled  that 
linkage  when  planning  the  1991  budget 


calculated  the  additional  quarter 
point  would  increase  the  budget  by  a 
half-million  dollars.  Instead,  the 
budget  only  rose  a  total  of  $82,806.

DALL^  —  IVustees  of  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  unanimously  adopted  a  statement  designed  to  distance  the  Acuity  Board 
from  the  politics  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

In  their  regular  fall  meeting  the  trustees  h^rd  reports,  approved  depart¬ 
ment  goals,  and  adopted  the  1991  budget. 

'The  “open  letter”  on  the  position  of  the  Annuity  Board  relative  to  the 
denominational  problems  said: 

In  light  of  the  controversy  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  we  want 
to  be  sure  that  all  those  we  serve  understand  our  mission  and  the  spirit 
in  which  it  is  being  undertaken.  We  also  wish  to  reassure  any  who  rnight 
be  concerned  about  the  status  of  the  Board  and  the  security  of  their  funds. 

The  staff  and  trustees  of  the  Annuity  Board  remain  united  in  our  task 
of  serving  the  best  interests  of  all  who  participate  in  our  programs.  A 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  dedication  characterizes  our  work. 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  the  second 
largest  church  pension  fund  in  the  United  States.

Retirement  contributions  are  credited  to 
members'  individual  accounts  in  compliance  with  Internal  Revenue  Code 
Section  403(b).  Plan  members  receive  regular  reports  of  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  the  plan  funds  they  have  selected. 

The  mission  and  spirit  of  the  Annuity  Board  remains  the  same.  The 
trustees  and  staff  of  the  Board  are  working  faithfully  to  "serve  those 
who  serve  the  Lord." 

Paul  W.  Powell,  president,  told  trustees  the  transition  of  the  Board’s  medical, 
life  and  disability  plan  from  Aetna  to  Prudential  had  gone  smoothly. 

Though  the  LhUrch  Comprehensive  Medical  Plan  continued  to  suffer  a 


claims/premium  imbalance  for  the  first  nine  months,  plan  design  changes 
were  made  that  reduced  the  potential  rate  increase  on  Jan.  1,  1991. 

Insurance  Services  Division  Director  John  L.  Dudlcw  tdd  trusteies  the  church 
medical  plan  lost  $2.1  million  in  the  third  quarter,  bringing  the  shortfall  to 
$5.3  million  for  nine  months.  'The  group  plan  had  a  premium  shortfall  of  ^.9 
million  for  the  same  nine-month  period. 

Dudley  said  rate  notices  were  sent  to  all  church  plan  participants  in  Oc¬ 
tober  and  almost  88  percent  will  have  increases  of  10  percent  or  less  on  Jan. 
1.  Thirteen  percent  of  participants  will  have  no  increase  in  rates  Jan.  1,  though 
all  participants  will  see  an  increase  in  their  deductible  from  $200  to  $500. 

Treasurer  Harold  D.  Richardson  reported  that  earnings  declined  from  $100 
million  in  the  second  quarter  to  $20.3  million  in  the  third,  calling  the  reConi 
a  reflection  of  “the  negative  outlook  the  financial  markets  have  toward  the 
economy  in  general.” 

“The  encouraging  part  of  the  performance  of  the  Annuity  Board  funds  is 
found  in  a  comparison  with  the  markets  in  general,”  Richardson  added. 

The  Investment  Division  reported  the  Board’s  Varl^le  Fund,  made  up  most¬ 
ly  of  common  stocks,  outperformed  its  target  index,  the  Standard  and  Poor’s 
500.  'The  Variable  Fund  was  down  9.05  percent  on  the  year,  while  the  Stan¬ 
dard  and  Poor’s  list  showed  a  loss  of  11.08  percent. 

The  Annuity  Board’s  Fixed  Fund  continued  to  cr^it  8.9  percent  (annualiz¬ 
ed)  earnings,  while  the  Balanced  Fund  was  down  4.39  percent  year-to-date. 
The  Short-Tterm  Fund  earned  5.6  percent  in  the  first  nine  months,  "rhe  Balanced 
Fund  is  currently  made  up  of  55  percent  common  stocks  and  45  percent  boixls, 
both  of  which  suffered  broad  losses  when  Iraq  invaded  Kuwait  and  the  United 
States  appeared  headed  for  economic  recession. 

Richardson  said  assets  grew  $132  million  in  the  12  month^receding  Sept. 
30,  and  contributions  from  members  continued  to  increase.  The  $133.4  million 
added  in  the  first  nine  months  exceeded  the  record  for  the  same  period  in 
1989  by  $7.1  million.

NASHVILLE  (ABP)  -  Lee  Porter 
reportedly  is  being  pressured  to  quit 
his  job  as  registatioa  secretary  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  CcHivention. 

Although  neither  Pnter  nw  of¬ 
ficials  at  the  Baptist  Sunday  Sdwol 
Board  will  confuTO  the  repmt,  sources 
close  to  the  Nashville-based 
pid>lishing  arm  the  SBC  say  Porter 
has  been  ^ven  until  Dec.  1  to  an¬ 
nounce  he  will  not  again  seek  dection 
to  the  SBC  post. 

According  to  informed  sources. 
Porter  has  oeen  told  that  he  cannot 
work  for  the  SSB  and  be  SBC  registra¬ 
tion  secretary. 

In  mid-October,  Porter  61,  was 
removed  from  his  position  as  a  design 
editor  of  adalt  Sunday  School  lesson 
materials  and  assisted  to  a  non¬ 
editorial  potion. 

The  disdi^inary  action  was  taken 
"as  a  result  (rf  remarks  made  during 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
nieetim’ in  New  (hmns,”  according 
to  an  omeisd  Wws  retease  issued  I9 
the  SSB’»  office  of  communications. 

The  news  release  reported  Porter 
‘txmducted  a  Wednesday  afternoon 
session  June  13  in  New  Orleans  with 
a  seminary  class  from  Southern 
Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky." 

It  omtinued:  “During  the  two-and- 
one-half  hour  dialogue  session  held  in 
the  messeiwer  reghbation  area  of  the 
Louisiana  Superdome,  Porter  made 
critical  interpatations  and  pmonal 
comments  on  a  wide  range  (rf  issues 
in  the  12-year  SBC  contiwersy.” 

Porter  was  reassigned,  according  to 
the  official  release,  because  be 
“violated  the  established  parameters 
oi  the  Baptist  Sundav  Schott  Board 
for  acceptable  emplo^  conduct.  His 
useof  imlanunatory  language  has  im¬ 
pacted  his  performance  as  an 
«npiayee  and  the  board’s  relationship 
with  the  Southern  Baptist  constituen¬ 
cy.” 

The  news  release  reported  only  that 
Porter  had  been  reassigned  as  pro¬ 
jects  consultant  in  the  Sunday  S<mool 
youth-adult  dq;>artment  and  that  the 
14-year  emidoyee  bad  written  a  tetter 
of  apologv  to  the  administration  and 
the  board  of  trustees. 

The  release,  however,  did  not  deal 
with  the  ireported  instructions  from 
admip^n^^t  PcMter  relinquish 
hia^pcist^wCregistratioo  secretary. 

Assoriatad  Ba[^t  Press’  sources 
were  unclear  whether  the  demand  by 
administrators  was  for  Porter  to 
resign  immediately  or  merely  not  to 
seek  re-election  when  the  SBC  meets 
in  Atlanta,  June  4-6,  1991. 

If  Porter  resigns,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  SBC  may  app(^  an 
intoim  replacement  when  it  meets  in 
February  1991. 

As  re^tration  secretary,  Ppter 
has  been  responsible  for  registering 
all  credentialed  messengers  to  the  an¬ 
nual  meetings  and  for  overseeing  the 
taking  and  tabulating  of  votes.  Ruling 
fundamental-conservatives  have  been 
unhappy  with  Porter  for  several 
'  years,  particularly  since  he  differed 
with  them  over  voting  at  the  con¬ 
troversial  1965  annual  meeting  in 
Dallas. 

He  was  re-elected  at  the  1960  aniHial 


meeting  desite  a  diallrage  fnnn  Bob 
MowTQr  oi  Nashville.  The  vote  was 
13442  to  5,048. 

Martin  Bradley,  another  Sunday 
Sdxxd  Board  oiqdayee,  was  unseated 
as  recHHtling  secretary  by  David  At¬ 
chison  of  Nashville,  9,206  to  8,044.  The 
receding  secretary  post  includes  a 
seat  on  the  Executive  Committee;  the 
registratkxi  secretary  job  does  not.

MILL  VALLEY,  Calif.  (BP)  - 
Robert  L.  Cate,  dean  of  academic  af¬ 
fairs  at  Golden  Gate  Seminary  since 
1964,  has  resigned  to  accept  a  pmition 
with  Oklahoma  State  University. 

Cate’s  resignation,  effective  Jan.  31, 
1991  was  among  a  number  of  items 
considered  by  (telden  Gate’s  trustees 
during  their  regular  October  meeting 
in  Mill  Valley,  (^lif. 

Trustees  also  heard  the  seminary 
probably  will  end  the  1989-90  fiscal 
year  with  a  $211,509  deficit,  about  one- 
half  that  projecj^  earlier  by  officials. 
The  actual  audit  is  almost  completed, 
said  (kxtlon  Fercho,  vice  presidmt  for 
business  affairs,  who  gave  the  ^flcit 
projection.  If  his  {Htijection  is  cmrect, 
the  semin^  began  1990-91  fiscal  year 
July  1  with  slightly  more  than  a 
$500,000  deficit  in  its  current  fund. 

The  seminary’s  1990-91  budget  is 
$4,869,697,  down  from  the  revised 
1989-90  budget  of  $4,978,908  and  the 
1988-89  bucket  of  $5,467,007.  Severe 
cutbacks,  including  no  salary  in¬ 
crease  for  faculty  and  staff,  were  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  budget,  said  Fercho. 

Cate’s  resignation  caught  trustees 
by  surprise,  since  his  letter  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  seminary  President  William 
O.  Crews  Jr,  three  days  before  the 
trustees  arrived  on  campus.  Saying 
the  resignation  letter  was  “one  of  the 
most  difficult ...  I  have  ever  writ¬ 
ten,”  C^te  said  be  had  been  invited  to 
fill  the  Phoebe  Schertz  Young  Chair  of 
Religion  at  Oklahoma  State 
University. 

Cate,  58,  cited  growing  ad¬ 
ministrative  demands  and  the  wish  to

^ul  said  he  told  the  administration 
he  was  going,  but  did  not  ask  permis¬ 
sion.  Trustees  said  Saul’s  presence  at 
the  meeting  gave  the  improper  im¬ 
pression  of  support  for  the  moderate 
movement  by  the  seminary  faculty. 
Saul  told  the  trustees  he  abstain^ 
from  voting  at  the  meeting  and 
several  times  reminded  groups  that 
the  seminary  was  very  dependent 
upon  the  (Cooperative  Pro^m  for 
support. 

In  (Crews’  state  of  the  seminary  ad¬ 
dress,  he  noted  the  removal  of  the 
“notation  we  had  carried  for  many 
years  concerning  the  quality  of  won 
being  done  in  our  off-campus  centers. 
Of  equal  importance  was  the  fact  that 
ATS  (Association  of  Theological 
Schools)  now  accredits  the  degrees  we 
offer  at  our  Southern  (California  cam¬ 
pus  as  if  it  were  a  free-standing  in¬ 
stitution.” 


Faculty 
opposes  new 
guidelines 

LOUISVILLE,  ■  Ky.  (BP)  - 
Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary’s  faculty  voted  unanimous¬ 
ly  Nov.  1  to  ask  the  school’s  trustees 
to  “rescind”  their  action  establishing 
new  employment  guidelines  for 
teachers. 

The  faculty  action  came  in  response 
to  a  trustee  decision  in  September  to 
add  the  1987  Southern  Baptist  Peace 
(Committee  report  as  a  guideline  for 
hiring;  promoting,  and  granting 
tenure  to  faculty  at  the  Louis^e,  Ky., 
seminary. 

Earlier,  national  officers  of  the 
seminary’s  alumni  association  also 
urged  trustees  to  rescind  their  action. 

The  faculty  statement  claims  that 
decision  creates  “significant  pro¬ 
blems”  in  the  faculty’s  relationship 
with  the  board  of  trustees,  “misuses” 
the  Peace  (Committee  Report,  and  “in¬ 
troduces  ambiguity  and  confusion”  in¬ 
to  the  seminary’s  instructional 
process. 

In  a  separate  acti<^  faculty  also  re¬ 
quested  an  opportunity  to  discuss  with 
trustees  their  concerns  about  the  new 
employment  guidelines.  Seminary 
President  Roy  L.  Honeycutt  was  ask¬ 
ed  to  communicate  thieir  request  to 
the  board  and  to  appoint  a  faculty 
committee  to  meet  with  a  represen¬ 
tative  group  of  trustees. 

The  Peace  Committee  Report,  for¬ 
mulated  in  response  to  several  years 
of  theological  and  political  turmoil  in 
the  Southern  Baptist  (Convention,  was 
approved  by  messengers  to  the  1987 
SBC  meeting  in  St.  Lwis.  The  report 
contained  a  section  of  “findings”  from 
the  committee’s  work  and  a  series  of 
recommendations  for  resolving  the 
controversy. 

Since  the  report’s  adoption,  con¬ 
siderable  debate  has  focused  on  four 
illustrations  included  in  the  “fin¬ 
dings.”  In  that  section,  the  report 
declared  that  most  Southern  Baptists 
who  believe  the  Bible  is  true  believe 
that  “Adam  and  Eve  were  real  per- 
soiK,”  “named  authors  did  indeed 
write  the  biblical  books  attributed  to 
them,”  miracles  ‘yid  indeed  occur  as 
supernatural  events  in  history,”  and 
historical  narratives  given  by  the 
biblical  authors  were  indeed  accurate 
and  reliable.” 

At  a  called  meeting  Sept.  24, 
Southern’s  trustees  voted  “not  to 
revisit”  the  1986  trustee  report  to  the 
Peace  (Committee  The  report  cleared 
several  faculty  members  who  had 
been  accused  of  teaching  outside  ac¬ 
cepted  Baptist  doctrine  and  the 
seminary’s  governing  theological 
statement. 

Trustees  then  voted  36  to  14  to  add 
the  Peace  (Committee  Report  —  “both 
findings  and  recommendations”  —  as 
a  guideline  for  hiring  new  faculty  and 
for  promoting  or  granting  tenure  to 
existing  faculty.

last  year. 

Larry  Creamer,  pastor  of  Milton 
Church  in  Milton,  Wis.,  and 


Fellowship  Church  in  Ft.  Atkinson, 
Wis.,  was  elected  president.  Bob 
Phillips,  a  layman  from  Highland 
Oest  Church  in  Green  Bay,  Wis.,  was 
elected  first  vice  president,  and  Bob 
Edwards,  pastm-  (rf  New  Hope  (Thapel 
in  Minneapolis,  was  elects  second 
vice  president. 

After  debate,  messengers  adopted 
a  resolution  encouraging  a  one-year 
boycott  of  Minneapolis-based  Dayton 
Hudson  stores  due  to  their  financial 
contributiims  to  Planned  Parenthood. 
The  resolution  further  encouraged 
Southern  Baptists  “to  become  involv¬ 
ed  in  the  long-term  war  on  abortion.”

Arkansas  Baptists  met  Oct.  30-31  at 
Immanuel  Church  in  Little  Rock  for 
their  137th  session.

“enemy  images”  with  friendships 
between  Christian  brothers  and 
sisters  who  happen  to  live  in  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  — 
that  is  the  purpose  of  the  23-day  U.S. 
tour  of  the  Li^os  Choir  of  the  Moscow 
Baptist  Church. 

Jointly  sponsored  by  the  Baptist 
Peace  Fellowship  of  North  America 
and  New  Call  to  Peacemakii^,  the 
three-week  tour  includes  sUqe  in  nine 
states  and  Washington.  In  Nashville, 
the  42-member  choir  and  orchestra 
performed  in  Nov.  2  chapel  services 
at  the  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  building. 

“We  want  to  correct  misconcep¬ 
tions,  misunderstanding,  and 
mistrust  between  our  countries,”  said 
Eugene  Rouzski,  associate  directiH'  of 
the  international  department  of  the 
All-Union  Council  of  Evangelical 
Christians-Baptists  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

“We  came  with  lov^  to  build  Ixidges 
and  destn^  enemy  images  between 
us.  'This  is  our  hope,  that  the  Lord  will 
give  us  mutual  understanding,”  said 
Rouzski. 

'The  Sunday  School  Board  chapel 
service  concluded  with  the  choir  and 
employees  singing  “Blessed 
Assurance”  and  “God  Be  With  You 
TUI  We  Meet  Again”  together  in  Rus¬ 
sian  and  English. 

Bill  Ander^,  editor  of  The  Church 
Musician,  gave  a  selection  of  music 
[Mtxluced  by  the  board  to  Evgeni  Gon¬ 
charenko,  mrector  of  the  choir  and  a 
composer/arranger. 

“We  hope  our  relationships  will  not 
stop  with  our  concerts  here,”  said 
(Joncharenko.  “We  hope  for  future 
cooperation  between  our  churches.” 
He  cited  the  possibility  of  regular  ex¬ 
changes  of  Christian  music  groups 
between  Baptists  of  the  U.S.  and  the 
Soviet  Unimi. 

Elstablished  in  1986,  the  choir  made 
its  flrst  appearance  outside  the  Soviet 
Union  that  year  at  the  International 
(Conference  of  Itinerant  Evangelists  in 
Amsterdam,  The  Netherlands.  The 
choir  sings  in  twice  weekly  services 


Life,  which  spoke  not  only  to  the  ri^ts 
of  a  pre-born  baby,  but  against 
technologies  to  make  abortion  easier.

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New  church  grows 
hke  Delta  cotton 


By  Anne  W.  McWilliams 


Many  predicted  that  Victory  Tem¬ 
ple  would  lose  members  when  the 
Greenville  church  moved  from  a 
rented  place  into  a  trailer.  Not  so.  “At¬ 
tendance  has  doubled,”  points  out  the 
pastor,  Eddie  Jones.  “We’ve  packed  as 
many  as  164  in  here,  if  you  count  the 
children  in  laps.” 

Three  acres  in  a  pecan  grove,  where 
the  trailer  is  parked.  Victory  Temple 
owns.  The  site  measures  “200  feet 
across  and  637  straight  back.”  The 
trailer  is  provided  by  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  courtesy  of 
the  Ma^aret  Lackey  Offering  for 
State  Missions. 

Three  years  ago.  First  Church, 
Greenville,  Kiely  Young,  pastor,  in¬ 
vited  Eddie  Jones  to  start  a  Black 
Southern  Baptist  mission  in  their 
town,  with  resources  the  church  would 
provide.  Jones,  a  New  Orleans 
Seminary  graduate,  who  had  been 
pastor  of  &e  first  Black  Southern 
Baptist  church  in  the  stat^  at  Moss 
Point,  moved  to  Greenville  in  October, 
1987. 

He  began  Victory  Ttemple  Church  in 
February,  1988.  His  picture  is  on  the 
cover  of  the  September-October  1990 
issue  of  MisskmUSA  magazine;  inside 
the  issue  is  a  story  about  the  church 
he  planted  in  the  Delta. 

church  has  become  in  a  short 
time  one  of  the  largest  Black  churches 
in  Greenville,  with  now  around  120 
members,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  its 
families  are  constantly  moving  away 
to  look  for  better  jobs. 

Jones  baptizes  converts  in  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  of  First  Baptist  Church. 

Last  June,  Victory  Temple 
members  began  construction  of  a 
building  behind  the  trailer  that  will 
house  sanctuary  at  one  end  and 
classrooms  and  office  at  the  other.  By 
September,  the  brick  exterior  was  up, 
the  roof  on,  and  the  framework  upon 
the  interior.  Members  are  doing  most 
of  the  labor;  one  man  was  hired  to 
work  a  couple  of  hours  at  night  to 
oversee  the  volunteer  wtHic.  Also  three 
men  from  Marion  County  have  given 
some  building  help  —  Glen  Nace,  Bill 
Purvis,  and  Lamar  Hataway. 

PashH*  Jones  said  he  thinks  the  next 
building  to  go  up  should  be  a  larger 
sanctuary,  rather  than  a  second 
education  building.  He  explained,  “Dr. 
Allen  Webb  down  at  Pascagoula  told 
me  once,  ‘Don’t  try  to  make  these 
Black  folks  into  white  ones.’  That  was 
one  of  the  best  pieces  of  advice  I  ever 
got.  I  have  tried  to  remember  that.  I 
know  that  Black  folks  are  worship- 
ori«ited.  A  sanctuary  will  draw  them. 
Then  we  can  think  about  the  educa¬ 
tion  building.” 

Victory  Temple,  he  added,  has  more 
men  than  the  average  Black  church. 
It  has  eight  deacons,  and  enough  men 
to  have  a  good-sized  Brotherhood, 
besides  the  WMU,  Discipleship  TVain- 
ing,  and  Sunday  School. 

As  to  problems  and  their  solutions : 
‘There  are  several  strikes  against  the 
Black  church  in  the  beginning,”  Jones 
said.  “For  one  thing,  the  majority  of 
Blacks  believe  in  paying  dues,  $5  or 
$10  a  month,  to  the  church.  I  want  us 
to  get  out  of  this  s^tem  and  teach 
them  to  tithe,  and  then  we’ll  pick  up 
and  go!” 

First  Church,  Greenville,  pays  60 
percent  of  his  salary  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  it  comes  from  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 
and  the  Home  Mission  Board.  First 
Church,  Greenvill^  paid  $5,000  for 
pro^m  and  curriculum  materials 
thel^t  year,  and  has  been  lessening

that  amount  by  a  thousand  each  year. 
“Other  than  that,”  Jones  said,  “We  are 
paying  our  own  bills  and  taking  care 
of  ourselves.” 

In  relation  to  sala^,  another  pro¬ 
blem  has  been,  he  said,  that  “folks  in 
the  area  are  not  used  to  a  Black  pastor 
bei^  full-time.  Th^  are  used  to  his 
having  another  job  to  help  with  his  ex¬ 
penses,  so  they  have  to  realize  he 
needs  a  larger  salary  if  he  is  not  also 
working  elsewhere.” 

A  third  problem  is  that  so  many 
families  constantly  are  moving  away. 
“We  have  had  families  move  to 
California,  Ohio,  Alabama,  Kan¬ 
sas  ....  Six  or  seven  families  have 
moved  each  summer.  Yet  in  spite  of 
this  we  are  not  only  maintaining  our 
numbers  in  attendance,  but  are  still 
growing  larger  at  the  same  time! 

“IVhen  th^  move,  we  lose  a  lot  of 
leaders  and  then  we  have  to  retrain, 
over  and  over.  'This  takes  a  lot  of  work ; 
and  I  try  to  get  out  and  visit  and 
witn^  and  have  been  overseeing  the 
building  project,  too.” 

When  Jones  first  arrived  in  Green¬ 
ville,  the  local  Black  ministers  re¬ 
jected  and  shunned  him.  They  would 
not  lend  him  any  of  their  equipment 
or  help  him  find  a  meeting  place. 

Finally  th^  put  him  to  the  test, 
before  accepting  him.  ThQr  asked  him 
to  preach  at  one  of  their  meetii^  and 
assigned  him  a  topic,  “It  Is  Finished,” 
one  the  seven  last  sayings  of  Jesus  on 
the  cross.  After  he  got  to  the  meeting, 
they  changed  his  topic  to  “Son,  Behold 
Thy  Mother,”  (testing  his  theology  by 
the  quick  change).  But  he  preached 
on  the  new  subject.  When  he  had 
finished,  they  told  him,  ‘Tou  are  OK. 
You  pas^  the  test.” 

“I  really  got  initiated,”  he  said 
recently.  “But  after  that,  they  became 
my  friends,  and  they  still  are.” 

Victory  Ttemple’s  growth  should  not 
be  compared  with  that  of  white  chur¬ 
ches’  growth,  he  said.  “But,  it  is  good 
when  compared  to  other  Black  chur¬ 
ches  in  the  same  type  of  situation.” 

When  pastors  of  other  Black 
Southern  Baptist  churches  in  the  state 
called  Jones  about  their  problems,  he 
said  he  has  told  them,  “Be  encourag¬ 
ed.  Hang  in  there.  Things  will  get  bet¬ 
ter.  People  will  see  what  you  are  do¬ 
ing.  You  just  hang  in  there.”

TUPELO,  MS  —  (Christian  Leaders 
for  Responsible  Television  (CLeaR- 
TV)  has  announced  that  they  are 
ending  their  Ix^cott  of  Burger  King 
as  of  Nov.  1.  CleaR-TV  called  for  a 
one-year  boycott  Sept.  1  because  of  the 
company’s  sponsorship  of  sex, 
violence,  profanity,  and  anti-Christian 
stereotyping  on  television. 

Italian  Baptists 
suffer  second 
property  disaster 

ROME  (BP)  —  Italian  Baptists 
have  been  hit  with  their  second 
calamity  in  less  than  a  month. 

Sometime  during  the  night  of  Oct. 
21,  thieves  used  blowtorches  to 
penetrate  a  “thief-proof”  door  of  the 
Italian  Baptist  Union’s  Audio-Visual 
Production  Service  (SPAV)  in  Rome. 
Working  undisturbed  in  the  mostly 
empty  building,  they  stole  more  than 
$150,0(X)  worth  of  video  recording 
equipment. 

The  theft  followed  the  Oct.  2  burn¬ 
ing  of  a  Baptist  printing  operation  in 
southern  Italy.  Arsonists  with 
suspected  Mafia  links  entered  the 
ground  floor  of  Altamura  Baptist 
(Thurch  and  set  fire  to  the  cooperative 
printing  establishment  there. 
Damages  have  been  estimated  at 
more  Sian  $220,000. 


House  funds  arts 

WASHINGTON,  DC.  (EP)  - 
Despite  hours  of  debate  over  obsceni¬ 
ty  and  pornography,  the  House  of 
Representatives  vot^  Oct.  11  to  fund 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
for  another  three  years. 

The  vote  of  382-42  came  after  Con¬ 
gress  rejected  proposals  to  restrict 
what  art  would  be  eligible  for  federal 
grants.  A  proposal  by  Rep.  Dana 
Rohrabacher  (R-Calif.)  to  disallow 
government  funding  of  certain  types 
of  projects,  including  child  por¬ 
nography  and  flag  desecration,  was 
defeated  249-175.  A  proposal  by  Rep. 
Philip  Crane  ( R-Ill. )  to  abolish  the  en¬ 
dowment  was  defeated  by  a  wider 
margin  (361-64). 


Spanish  Baptists 
join  hands  with 
Mexican  Baptists 

MADRID,  SPAIN  (ebps)  —  Bap¬ 
tists  in  Spain  and  Mexico  have  agreed 
to  join  hands  for  the  purpose  of 
evangelism  and  mission.  An  agree¬ 
ment  between  Baptist  leaders  of  the 
two  countries  was  sealed  on  Oct.  12, 
in  Denia,  Spain,  when  Hector  Flores 
and  his  wife  were  officially  welcom¬ 
ed  as  the  first  Mexican  Baptist  foreign 
missionaries  to  Spain. 

Flores  has  been  working  in  Denia, 
with  the  support  of  the  Mexican  Bap¬ 
tist  women’s  organization. 

Flores  will  soon  be  transferred  to 
the  Island  of  Ibiza,  Spain,  where  he 


will  be  involved  in  evangelism  and 
church  growth. 

The  addition  of  Mexico  brings  to 
four  the  number  of  nationalities  cur¬ 
rently  represented  among  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  cooperate  with  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Union  in  Sj^in  —  Argentina, 
Brazil,  Mexico,  and  the  USA.

TAIPEI,  Thiwan  —  (Children’s  piggy 
banks  were  among  the  offerings  from 
Chinese  Christians  that  help^  build 
a  library  and  dormitory  at  Thiwan 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary.

In  Sunday  School?

Reaching  out  to  people  has  become 
a  way  of  life  for  Mississippi's  Baptists! 
Thousands  of  Mississippi  Baptists  have 
recommitted  themselves  to  the  biblical 
task  of  reaching  people  for  Bible  study, 
salvation,  and  meaningful  church 
membership.  They  see  their  Sunday 
School  as  the  way  to  reach  people  on  a 
week  by  week  basis. 

There  are  definite,  practical  reasons 
why  we  should  seek  to  enroll  every 
person  possible  in  our  church's  Bible 
teaching  program. 

1.  Sunday  School  is  the  church 
organized  to  teach  the  Bible  to  all  ages 
on  a  regular  basis. 

2.  Sunday  School  is  the  church 
organized  to  reach  all  persons  in  the 
community  who  are  unsaved  and 
unchurched. 

3.  Forty-five  to  fifty-five  percent  of 
those  enrolled  attend  Sunday  School 
week  by  week. 

4.  When  persons  are  enrolled,  they 
become  the  definite  responsibility  of  a 
class  or  department  for  Bible  study 
attendance,  evangelism,  ministry,  and 
Christian  development. 

5.  Persons  enrolled  feel  more 
responsible  for  attending,  especially 
when  Sunday  School  leaders  are  alert 
to  contact  absentees  effectively  week 
by  week. 

6.  By  enlisting  unsaved  and  unaf¬ 
filiated  church  members  in  Sunday 
School,  the  church  has  a  greater  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  winning  them  to  Christ  and 
helping  them  to  become  active  in  the 
Lord's  work. 

Why  Start  New 
Sunday  School  Units? 

New  Sunday  School  classes  and 
departnr)ents  grow  as  much  as  ten  times 
faster  than  existing  classes  or  depart¬ 
ments.  They  tend  to  reach  more  new 
people  for  enrollment  in  Sunday 
School.  New  classes  often  meet  specif¬ 
ic  needs  not  being  met  by  existing 
classes. 

If  your  church  has  started  new 
classes  during  the  past  month,  you  can 
help  by  welcoming  this  as  a  change  to 
reach  more  people'.  Members  with 
positive  attitudes  about  new  classes 
and  departments  will  support  their 
church's  attempt  to  reach  more  people. 

Let's  join  together  in  prayer  that  we 
can  help  bring  Mississippi  and  the 
world  to  jesus. 


—  BOLD  NEW  GROWTH  — 

Rev.  |udd  Allen  is  pastor  at  Ogden  Baptist  Church  in  Yazoo  County.  Ogden  church  is  an  open-country  church  located 
between  Bentonia  and  Satartia.  When  Rev.  Allen  began  his  ministry  at  the  church  two  years  ago,  the  church  was  averaging 
in  the  mid  50's  in  attendance.  Two  years  later  they  are  running  the  mid  60's.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  of  an  interview 
with  Rev.  Allen  corKeming  his  church. 

Keith  Williams:  'To  what  do  you  contribute  growth  of  your  Sunday  School?" 

Rev.  Allen:  "I  can  attribute  the  growth  of  our  church  to  the  responsivertess  of  our  leadership  to  new  ideas  and  to  training." 

Keith  Williams:  "How  has  training  been  a  part  of  your  growth  process?" 

Rev.  Allen:  "Training  has  helped  our  leaders  see  what  things  need  to  be  improved  to  reach  new  people.  Two  years  ago 
we  brought  twelve  leaders  to  the  Small  Church  Conference  at  Mississippi  College.  At  that  time  that  was  about  all  the  Surtday 
School  leaders  we  had!  They  began  to  catch  a  vision  of  what  church  growth  was  all  about.  This  past  summer  we  had  six  of 
our  leaders  attend  Gulfshore  Surtday  School  leadership  training.  This  too  has  been  helpful  in  continuing  the  desire  to  reach 
people.  We  have  also  done  some  'in-house'  leadership  training  that  has  helped  us  with  some  specific  problems  in  our 
preschool  and  children's  areas." 

Keith  Williams:  "Is  there  any  other  type  of  training  which  your  church  does?" 

Rev.  Allen:  "We  will  be  starting  a  monthly  workers  meeting  this  month.  This  will  give  us  an  on-going  opportunity  to 
train  our  leaders." 

Keith  Williams:  "Exactly  how  many  new  units  have  you  started?" 

Rev.  Allen:  "We  have  begun  two  new  units — an  adult  class  and  a  new  preschool  department.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
regrouping  our  adult  division.  Through  church  action  we  will  vote  to  begin  orte  new  adult  class.  I  think  it  is  important  that 
the  church  is  involved  in  this  decision." 

Keith  Williams:  "What  other  things  can  you  attribute  your  church  growth  to?" 

Rev.  Allen:  "I  believe  the  organization  of  our  adult  classes  has  been  particularly  important.  All  of  our  adult  classes  now 
have  outreach  leaders  and  group  leaders  who  actively  contact  members  and  prospects.  Where  classes  had  assistant  teach¬ 
ers,  those  individuals  have  now  become  outreach  leaders  and  serve  in  that  fashion  rather  than  teaching  every  other  Sunday 
or  every  other  month  as  they  once  did.  This  has  strengthened  our  adult  classes  and  the  overall  outreach  of  our  church. 
Much  erf  the  success  of  our  Sunday  School  can  be  attributed  to  Mrs.  Maree  Martin,  a  dedicated  and  capable  Sunday  School 
director.  I  am  also  excited  about  the  adding  of  an  additiorul  fifteen  minutes  to  our  Bible  study  time.  This  will  give  us  a  full 
hour  of  Sur*day  School  time  beginning  the  first  of  January.  We  needed  this  time  to  get  our  work  done.  We  weren't  even 
touching  the  hem  of  the  garment  of  what  we  need  to  accomplish  during  our  Bible  study  time." 

Keith  Williams:  "If  you  were  going  to  give  advice  to  churches  in  building  a  strategy  for  growth,  what  would  it  be?"

passage.  TTie  occasion  was  a  weddii^  feast  at 
Cana.  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  disciples  were 
all  present  Upon  realizing  that  the  host  was  out 
of  wine,  Mary  came  to  Jesus  and  asked  him  to 
do  something  about  the  embarrassing  situation. 
It  appears  from  her  request  that  she  knew  of 
his  powers  beyood  her  knowledge  of  his  being 
God’s  Son  alttMK^  we  have  no  “record”  of 
previous  miracles. 

Jesus  took  the  opportunity  and 
. .  manifested  forth  his  ^oiy.”  Jesus  always 
had  a  purpose  for  each  miracle  he  performed.

He  was  selective  in  his  actions  and  did  not  give 
“signs”  on  the  demands  of  most  people, 
especially  religious  bigots.  The  result  of  the 
miracle  was  “. . .  his  disciples  believed  on  him.” 
They  responded  by  believing  in  his  {lerson,  his 
authority,  and  his  purpose.  They  were 
strengthened  in  their  faith  as  we  may  be 
strengthened  in  our  faith  when  we  trust  in 
Jesus. 

People  have  debated  over  the  years  the 
nature  of  Jesus’  anger  displaved  in  the  cleans¬ 
ing  of  the  temple  'There  can  be  no  doubt  from 
I|H9P»>15-17  t&it  Jesus  was  angry  about  the 
Situation  he  found  in  the  temple  (Court  of  the 
Gentiles).  His  sense  of  “righteous  indignation” 
was  pricked  into  action.  Just  as  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  records  that  the  wrath  of  God  was  raised 
against  the  unrighteous  actions  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  so  this  unrighteous  action  in  the  name 
of  “reli^on”  also  upset  Jesus.  I  believe  our 
unrighteous  actions  still  “upset”  God  today;  I 
know  they  “grieve”  the  Holy  Spirit. 

We  ne^  to  understand  that  unblemished 
animals  were  required  for  sacrifices  and 
special  Jewish  coins  were  all  that  were  con¬ 
sidered  acceptable  for  the  temple  tax  use  If  the 
priest  did  not  approve  your  animal  for  sacrifice.

Hie  church  must 
never  become  a  cult  of  self-righteous  sinners 
whose  sin  is  hidden  behind  a  guise  of  religion.

The  sinful  woman  was  not  identified  as  a  pro¬ 
stitute  but  many  believe  she  was  one  Jesus  and 
the  other  guests  were  reclining  on  low  couches 
around  the  dinner  table  They  were  propped  up 
on  their  left  elbows  with  their  bodies  angled 
away  from  the  table.  This  made  it  possible  for 
the  woman  to  approach  Jesus  from  behind 
without  causing  any  commotion.  Her  purpose 
was  to  anoint  his  feet  with  the  expensive  per¬ 
fume  she  brought  with  her.  It  was  in  a  container 
with  a  long  neck  that  had  to  be  broken  to  pour 
the  perfume.  As  she  got  near  Jesus  she  be^n 
to  weep.  The  tears  flowed  in  such  volume  ^t 
his  feet  got  wet.  She  then  unpinned  her  long  hair 
to  use  as  a  towel.  This  woman’s  actions  speak 
louder  than  any  words  the  Pharisee  may  have 
used  to  recognize  the  true  greatness  of  Jesus. 
She  risked  embarrassment  by  entering  the 
house  of  a  Pharisee.  She  broke  custom  1^  let¬ 
ting  down  her  hair  in  public.  She  expressed
